FBI  May  Squelch  Various  Reports 
Concerning  Kennedy  Assassination 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — An 
FBI  report  expected  to  be  for- 
warded to  Atty.  Gen.  Robert  F. 
Kennedy  soon  will  squelch  a lot 
of  rumors  and  fears  about  Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s  assassination, 
government  sources  said  today. 

Among  the  most  prominent 
rumors  that  will  be  spiked  by  the 
report,  the  sources  said,  is  one 
that  there  was. a conspiracy  in- 
volved and  another  one  that  shots 
fired  at  Kennedy  came  from  dif- 
ferent guns. 


Submission  of  the  report  to  the 
Attorney  General  will  be  the  first 
step  toward  making  it  public. 
The  report  is  expected  to  reach 
the  White  House  before  the  end 
of  the  week. 

President  Johnsoij  is  expected 
to  submit  it  quickly  to  the  seven- 
member  investigating  commis- 
sion headed  by  Chief  Justice  Earl 
Warren  that  he  appointed  last 
Friday,  When  he  turns  the  re- 
port over  to  the  commission,  the

Warren  announced  today  that 
the  commission  will  hold  its  first 
meeting  at  10  a.m.  Thursday  in 
the  conference  room  of  the  Na- 
tional Archives  building.  The 
meeting,  which  will  be  closed,  is 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the 
work  and  procedures  of  the  com- 
mission, an  announcement  said.

The  FBI  report  itself  may  not 
be  made  public  until  the  commis- 
sion has  a chance  to  consider  it. 

The  report  will  be  the  product 
of  an  intensive  investigation  by 
the  FBI  with  cooperation  from 
numerous  other  government 
agencies  and  information  turned 
over  by  the  Dallas  police. 

Dallas  police  gave  their  infor- 
mation to,  the  FBI  after  they 
closed  their  case  following  the 
assassination  of  Lee  Harvey  Os- 
wald*, accused  killer  of  Kennedy. 

Ballistic  reports  on  the  six-foot 
clip-fed,  Mannlicher  Carcano  rifle 
and  the  6.5  mm.  Shells  indicated 
all  three  bullets  were  fired  by 
the  same  gun.  It  was  difficult  to 
make  a positive  identification  of 
one  of  the  shells,  however,  be- 
cause it  was  shattered. 

The  sources  said  the  report 
would  conclude  that  the  angle  of 
the  shot,  from  the  rear  and  off 
to  the  right,  minimized  the  rrtov- 
ing  target  effect  of  the  presi- 
dential motorcade  and  made  the 
shot  less  difficult. 

The  distance  involved  and  the 
fgpt  that  the  gun  had  bolt  action 
did  not  require  great  marksman- 
ship on  the  part  of  the  assassin.

There  appears  to  be  about  three  main  ways  for  t 
fellow  to  get  the  message  that  a girl  isn’t  interested  ir 
dating  him.

If  a 
fellow  had  dated  a girl  for  aw'hile  and  she  wasn’t  inter 
ested  in  dating  him  further,  she  might  indicate  that 
she  didn’t  feel  that  she  could  be  serious  with  him  and 
maybe  it  would  be  best  that  they  remain  friends  and 
didn’t  date  anymore. 

One  of  the  fellows  inteiwiewd  said,  “I’m  tired 
of  this  cat  and  mouse  game  we  play  while  dating.

each  other  and  don’t  exploit  each  other  in  their 
dating.”  He  then  indicated  several  examples  where 
girls  had  three  to  four  fellows  on  the  string  and 
weren't  interested  in  any  of  them.  Each  of  the 
fellows,  though,  were  quite  involved  and  were  think- 
ing of  a ring.  Also  he  mentioned  some  fellows  who 
date  girls  for  social  prestige  or  for  affection  when 
they  really  weren't  interested. 

Marriage  counselors  maintain  that  communication 
is  vital  in  marriage.

DALLAS,  (UPI)  — The  mur- 
der trial  of  Jack  Ruby,  who  killed 
the  man  accused  of  assassinating 
President  Kennedy,  was  postpon- 
ed Tuesday  until  Feb.  3. 

RUBY’S  TRIAL  originally  was 
scheduled  to  start  Monday,  but 
Dist.  Judge  Joe  B.  Brown  post- 
poned it  after  conferences  with 
Dist.  Atty.  Henry  Wade  and  de- 
fense lawyer  Tom  Howard. 

Neither  Wade  nor  Howard  com- 
mented. But  it  was  understood 
that  neither  was  ready  for  trial 
Monday. 

WADE’S  investigation  of  the 
shooting  Nov.  24  of  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald,  24,  is  still  going  on.  How- 
ard said  earlier  it  would  take  him 
several  more  weeks  to  complete 
his  defense.

Service  Agents 
At  Nightclub 
Inquiry  Reveals 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — Sec- 
ret Service  Agents,  said  to  have 
been  seen  in  two  Fort  Worth, 
Texas  night  spots  early  on  the 
day  President  Kennedy  was  as- 
sassinated were  not  assigned  to 
guard  Kennedy  during  his  fatal 
motorcade  appearance  later  that 
day,  it  was  reported  Tuesday. 

THE  AGENTS  believed  seen 
in  the  Fort  Worth  Press  Club 
and  in  a Coffee  House  well  after 
midnight,  Nov.  22,  were  men 
from  the  night  shift  of  the  Pres- 
idential guard  who  had  been  as- 
signed to  proceed  later  in  the 
day  to  Austin,  sources  said. 

Kennedy  had  spent  the  night  of 
Nov.  21  in  Fort  Worth^  and  was 
scheduled  to  spend  the  following 
night  in  Austin  after  his  Dallas 
appearance.  He  was  shot  in  Dal- 
las during  a mid-day  motorcade. 

SEN.  STEPHEN  M.  Young,  D- 
Ohio,  Tuesday  called  for  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  reports.  Young 
had  said  Monday  that  if  the  men 
were  drinking  they  should  be 
fired.  He  said  Tuesday  that  he 
had  “no  information”  that  they 
had  been. 


CARACAS,  (UPI)  — New  scat- 
tered terrorist  violence  flared 
Tuesday  as  President-elect  Raul 
Leoni  awaited  official  announce- 
ment of  his  sweeping  triumph 
over  six  rivals  in  Sunday’s  gen- 
eral elections.

Finish  Perfect  Season 


Both  of  the  two  major  wire 
service  gridiron  polls  think  the 
Longhorns  of  Texas  University 
and  the  Naval  Academy  are  two 
best  teams  in  the  nation  but  they 
differ  as  to  whom  should  cop  the 
next  four  berths  on  the  polls. 

THE  UNITED  PRESS  Interna- 
tional poll  chose  Pittsburgh  over 
Illinois  and  Nebraska  over  Au- 
burn but  the  Associated  Press 
turned  these  around  and  put  Illi- 
nois above  Pittsburgh  and*  sui> 
prising  Auburn  above  Nebraska. 

The  remciining  four  teams  are 
identical  with  both  polls  listing 
Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  Alabama 
and  Michigan  Sta\e  from  seventh 
to  tenth  place. 

THe  only  WTISTERN  Athle 
tic  Conference  team  to  receive 
votes  on  the  listings  was  Arizona 
State’s  classy  Sun  Devils  who 
were  named  among  the  second  10 
teams  on  the  AP  poll  and  placed 
13  on  the  UPI  ratings. 

The  UPI  poll  uses  a board  of 
35  coaches  across  the  nation  com- 
pared with  the  50-man  board  of

which  the  AP  uses. 

Texas,  who  boasted  the  only 
unbeaten  season  for  a major  col- 
lege team,  won  their  first  nation- 
al championship  and  the  first  na- 
tional title  won  by  a Southwest 
Conference  team.  "The  Longhorns 
garnered  31  of  35  first  place 
votes  on  tlie  UPI  poll  and  took  42 
of  50  on  the  rating. 

THE  MIDDIES  from  the  Naval 
Academy  were  the  only  other 
team  to  pick  up  first  place  nom- 
inations they  claimed  four 
and  eight  first  place  votes  re- 
spectively. 

The  AP  rating  will  not  become 
the  official  national  champion  un- 
til two  major  contests  are  com- 
pleted Saturday.  On  that  final 
football  weekend  for  the  1963 
pampaign  Navy  will  j?Iay  Arrny 
in  the  traditional  Army -Navy  bat- 
tle. Pittsburgh  could  also  jump  up 
a notch  on  the  polls  with  a vic- 
tory over  tough  Penn  State  in 
another  East  Coast  contest. 

ILLINOIS  MADE  the  biggest 
jump  on  this  week’s  ratings  by 
virtue  of  their  13-0  conquest  of 
powerful  Michigan  State  last  Sat- 
urday for  the  Big  Ten  champion- 
ship and  a berth  in  the  Rose 
Bowl.  They  leaped  from  eighth 
place  on  last  week’s  polls  to  third 
and  fourth  on  this  week’s  ratings. 

Mississippi  dropped  from  se- 
cond place  to  seventh  after  they 
were  held  to  a 10-10  deadlock  by 
an  underdog  band  of  Mississippi 
State  Bulldogs.  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi’s Sugar  Bowl  opponent, 
changed  places  with  Auburn  af- 
ter the  Tigers  defeated  them  10-8.
